THAT TERRITORY DIRECTORY time has arrived again as most of you will 
realize by this time. I had hoped to visit with more of the breeders in the 
northern half of this Middle West Territory than I was able to. We all know 
person-to-person contact is the best, but sometimes this isn’t possible when the 
territory is large, time is limited, and travel costs increase. 

In my travels — at meetings — at shows — and by personal visits, I hear 
questions that are sometimes asked: What are we doing about promoting 
Guernseys? I am not sure whether “we” can be classified as singular or plural. I 
personally interpret this as everyone associated with Guernseys, such as breeders, 
affiliated people, staff, and field representatives. As your representative, I feel 
promotion is everyone’s responsibility and if each of us accepts his share of the 
obligations, the breed will continue to march forward. 

Sometimes we find ourselves thinking negatively and I am sure you do 
likewise on occasions because I hear this kind of statement when traveling 
among you. Negativeness will never allow our breed to advance in the fashion in 
which it is projected. Constructive and honest criticism is good for the soul in 
each of us, and we do need our “ears pulled” ocassionally to remind us the job 
isn’t fully completed. Promoting Guernseys is like a mother’s work, or a farmer’s 
work — It is never finished. 

What can you do as breeders in promoting? Some of the following answers 
may be old hat — but they are as important today as they were 50 years ago. (1) 
Be enthusiastic about your breed — speak up when you have the opportunity 
especially when talking to youth. They can tell when you lack spark and drive in 
your conversation. (2) Wear a Guernsey insignia or button when you go to 
meetings, whether they be other meetings or dairy meetings. (3) One of the most 
important is displaying your Guernsey sign at the entrance to your farm. I feel 
breeders have missed many opportunities by not displaying their life’s business 
shingle. (Doesn’t the urban man indicate what his title is, and what his vocation 
of life really is?) I would personally like to see every registered breeder in the 
United States display some type of sign. This indicates pride in ownership and 
just might rub off on a passerby to the extent that he could have registered 
Guernseys too, someday. Many of you display plaques, pictures and trophies in 
the house, office, or milk house, which is great — but that spot at the entrance 
to the farm is still empty. Why not complete the job? This is silent promotion, 
and remember, being before John Public everyday can do more for promoting 
the Guernsey image than probably anything else. (4) Use the AGCC tools — 
advertising in this directory tells the story about your herd and promotes the 
fawn-and-white image. 

Guernsey breeders, and other dairy breed owners have had similar viewpoints. 
I have heard quite often from breeders, “I can’t do this, or I can’t do that.” In 
answer to the last sentence I would like to leave you with the following verse 
which I have carried with me for some time, titled: 


You Can if You Think You Can 


If you think you are beaten, 
You are! 
If you think you dare not, 
You don’t! 
Success begins with your own WILL 
It’s all in your state of MIND! 
Life’s battles are not always won 
By those who are stronger, or faster, 
Sooner or later the person who wins 
Is the person who thinks, HE CAN! 


Let’s all get in the harness and pull together. Just remember, Today is the first 
day of the rest of your life.

The Secretary’s Message 


FINE CATTLE and people characterize the Guernsey scene in Iowa. 

One of the older, established herds is the Suneslope herd, Ames, owned by Al Bentley. This herd is recognized as the 
recipient of more Gold Star Breeder Awards than any other herd in the nation. In addition, the herd has often been ranked 
as one of the top-producing DHIR herds. 

Other established herds with good production include another Gold Star Herd, Old Farmstead Guernseys operated by 
Neil Fike, Waterloo; the Ar-Mar herd of Arnold Stutzman, Wellman; and the herd of Arlyn Hempeler, Garnavillo. 

Not only are established herds doing well, but it is exciting to see the progress of younger breeders: the Muhs Brothers 
of Lowden, who had the highest 1978 milk production of any Guernsey herd in the state, and was fifth in the nation in the 
10-30 records group; Gary Vos, Newton, who took over from his father; Frank Sivesind, Waukon, and his brother Gene, 
of Decorah; David Burkhart, Decorah; Richard Troester, Elkader; Walter Halvorson, Waukon, and Dan Walther, Plainfield. 

One of Iowa’s outstanding “grandma” cows is owned by the Herb Walther Family, Waverly. The “Secret” cow won the 
Moo-La Sweepstakes grand prize at the Iowa State Fair. This award is based on production, type and calving efficiency. 
Another older cow in the state that has influenced the breed is the “Deede”’ cow in the Suneslope herd; several of her sons 
have been in service at AI studs. 

The demand for Guernseys in Iowa is good. The Corn Belt Classic Sale held annually is one of the finer consignment 
sales, and the average price paid for animals is high — a commentary on the respect shown Iowa animals. 

lowa Guernsey Breeders’ Association actively promotes the Guernsey cow. Awards are made annually to breeders whose 
herds and individual cows exhibit fine production. The Jowa Guernsey Breeder, a quarterly publication edited by Suzanne 
Winterhof, keeps breeders and those interested in dairying informed of current happenings. Each year, pioneer breeders are 
honored by the group in recognition of service to the breed. 

The breeders realize that the future of the breed lies in its youth. A recent policy is that the persons named Iowa 
Outstanding Guernsey Youth and Iowa Outstanding Young Guernsey Farmer will be given plaques in addition to $100 and 
$150, respectively, toward the purchase of an animal in specified sales. The Outstanding 4-H Guernsey Youth in lowa 
receives a watch. Guernsey youth attending the state dairy camp have their tuition paid by the Association. The various 
districts have special programs to encourage youth in their Guernsey projects. 

In 1979, Iowa breeders established the Leslie A. Peckham Scholarship in the amount of $200. This is to be given 
annually to a student with a Guernsey background majoring in dairy science at Iowa State University. The scholarship is 
named for the current AGCC area fieldman in appreciation for his service rendered to Iowa breeders. 

Iowa Guernsey breeders are special people. Their hospitality, integrity, and leadership is evident in dairy circles. Al 
Bentley is a member of the Iowa Commodity Commission; Harvey Moeckley has served on various state boards. Vernon 
Winterhof is the immediate past president of both the PDCA and the Iowa State Dairy Association. Frank Sivesind is a 
former winner of the National Outstanding Young Farmer Award. 

Looking to the future of the breed, Iowa breeders are excellent supporters of the Dairybelt Guernsey Sires program.

Purebred Guernseys have been a part of the scene at the University of 
Minnesota since four females were purchased by the North Central 
Experiment Station at Grand Rapids in 1917. Currently, herds of 30 to 35 
cows each are located at Grand Rapids and Rosemount. Since 1961, both 
herds have been involved in a breeding project to compare two systems of 
mating. Since that time, one-half of each herd has been bred to the highest 
AI summarized sires for milk yield and the other half of each herd has been 
linebred to the ancestry that produced Langmeadow Minnie. “Minnie” in 
1957 made a world’s record for all breeds of 1461 pounds of butterfat. 


Car Dales Valor ACE, who is a great grandson of Langmeadow Minnie, is 
presently our main herd sire for the linebreds.

He is a son of Kellogg Minnies CHOICE out of a Very Good 
daughter of Roes Mor E DISTINCTION out of a daughter of U of MG 
MASTER that recently completed the highest lifetime record ever made by a 
Guernsey in a University herd.
